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CHAMPION RUNNING. 


The Big Mill at Hamilton, Ohio, Being 
Operated Despite the Strike. 


The Return to Two Shifts, Which Was Made Last Week, 
Resulted in a Few Hundred Union Men Quitting Work— 
Mr. Thomson Speaks of the Situation. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, December 30, 1907.—The strike at the mills of 
the Champion Coated Paper Company, at Hamilton, is expected 
by the owners to adjust itself in the course of time, and the com- 
pany already claims to be running its plant as satisfactorily as 
could be expected. In fact, a day or so after the strike the com- 
pany announced in Hamilton that it was meeting the situation; 
that the company was experiencing little or no difficulty in keep- 
ing all departments of the plant in operation, and that the manage- 
ment felt under deep obligations to the men who stood by it at 
this time. 

The company, it geems, made a special appeal to the union men 
in its employ to remain at work when it finally found that it must 
return to the twelve hour shift, having experimented with the 
eight hour tour in the belief that it would prove a success. There 
was speculation from the start as to the probability of the plan 
being permanent, it is stated, and whether the recent flurry had 
much to do with the change is a question of debate among the 
employees. 

The Paper Makers’ Union refused to accept the change, and 
J. T. Carey, president of the International Brotherhood of Paper 
Makers, came here from Watertown, N. Y., to investigate, It is 
said he agreed with the union in the position it took in the matter, 
hundreds declining to stay at work. The union has a member- 
ship of 400, and includes many of the most skilled men, though 
many remained at work and the company was enabled to continue 
restricted operations until other workmen were secured 

The plant is far from being tied up, and both mills at Hamil- 
ton were running the same day the strike was declared effective. 
The coating mill, according to the announcement, was full manned 
and produced as large an output as during the preceding week. 
The power plant was in full operation and three paper machines 
were turning out tons and tons of paper as usual. A fourth ma- 
chine was put in service this week, and normal conditions are 
gradually being restored. 

The Champion Coated Paper Company found that a return 
to the twelve hour day was a business necessity, as the demand 
for coated papers was reduced owing to existing conditions. 

President Thomson had hoped to give all of the men an eight 
hour day for an extended period, but the change in trade brought 
about the decision to return to the old system in order to keep 


the mills running at this season of the year. Competing firms 
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declined to join the Champion in inaugurating the eight hour 
plan, and as the cost of production now figures largely in secur- 
ing business, the company had no alternative but to return to 
the long day basis, as much as it’ regretted to do so. 

rhe general opinion is that the present is no time for a suc- 
cessful strike in almost any branch of the industry, and the 
trouble at Hamilton, it is said, will not be prolonged. 

Members of the State Board of Arbitration who came to this 
valley returned to Columbus Monday night, having been unable 
to make any progress in the settlement of the difficulties. The 
company takes the position that there is nothing to arbitrate. 

In a statement issued yesterday Mr. Thomson said: “When it was 
announced that we would return to the twelve hour shift each 
employee was told that if he would remain at work he would be 
given employment.

We are 
making no effort to do much business other than to keep our men 
at work, as trade is quiet.

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In Reply to Requests for an Opinion, Henry Schreiter, of the 
New York Bar, Answers a Pertinent Query Which Seems 
to Cover the Point at Issue—A Digest of His Opinion. 


The entry within the past two weeks of a number of suits for 
infringement of the Russell digester lining patent owned by the 
American Sulphite Pulp Company, of Boston, has caused an unusual 
stir among the sulphite pulp manufacturers who do not hold li- 
censes from the American Sulphite Pulp Company. Those that 
have had suits brought against them are already at work on their 
defense, while other non-licensees or users of linings other than the 
Russell are seeking legal aid in the event of action against their 
companies. 

In compliance with a request for a legal opinion received from a 
number of parties concerned Henry Schreiter, of Schreiter & Mat- 
hews, lawyers, with offices at 20 Nassau street, New York, has pre- 
pared a review of the questions involved which he has submitted to 
the manufacturers interested. 

The main question asked of Mr. Schreiter is as follows: 

“Are brick linings applied directly on the shells of digesters sub- 
ject to license under the Russell lining patent?” 

In answer to the above question Mr. Schreiter prepared an ex- 
haustive opinion. Because of its length only a digest of the main 
points can be given here. These are as follows: 

“The demands, reported to have been made by the American Sul- 
phite Pulp Company on manufacturers of sulphite pulp, to pay roy- 
alties for the use, by them, of brick linings in their digesters, have 
once more brought the Russell patent in discussion. It is said to be 
contended now on behalf of the American Sulphite Pulp Company 
that by the decision of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the First Circuit, in the DeGrasse Paper Company case, it was 
determined that sulphite pulp mills using digesters lined with brick- 
work laid in cement are infringing the Russell patent. 

“While by this decision it was adjudicated that the particular lin- 
ing used in the DeGrasse digesters infringes this Russell patent, it 
must not be assumed that the court intended to adjudicate that all 
linings of brick masonry, laid in cement and applied directly on the 
shell of the digester, are included in the scope of the Russell patent. 
This proposition was not even considered in the DeGrasse case. 
The decision is put squarely upon the ground that this particular 
lining is not a bona fide brickwork. From the opinion of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals it clearly appears that the bricks used be- 
tween the facing and the shell of the DeGrasse digesters were con- 
sidered merely as a substitute for cement in the layer of cement 
‘at least 3% inches thick.’ . 

“There is also the circumstance to be considered that the defense 
pleaded in the DeGrasse case was the grant of a license to their 
predecessors, for the lining of their digesters according to the 
Russell patent, that the lining was constructed under a license 
granted by the patentees, the American Sulphite Pulp Company, 
and therefore, as Judge Cox points out in the opinion, the De- 
Grasse Company was not in position to maintain that the lining 
used in their digesters does not infringe this patent. 

“The decision in the DeGrasse case should not confuse the minds 
of the public as to what may be used for lining of sulphite digesters, 
nor create the impression that this decision is a declaration that the 
American Sulphite Pulp Company is entitled to demand royalties 


under the Russell patent for the use of digester linings constructed 


of brickwork laid in cement directly on the shell of the digester. 
We have no doubt that upon proper presentation of a case the same 
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LINING LITIGATION. 


Many Suits Recently Brought for In- 
fringement of the Russell Patent. 


Court of Appeals, as well as any other circuit court, would cate 
gorically dispel any such misapprehensions of the meaning of the 
decision in the DeGrasse case. 

“The Russell letters patent is a reissue of the original patent No 
445.235, dated January 27, 1891. Such brick linings were well 
known in the prior art and are expressly disclaimed in both the 
original and the reissue. The letters patent recites 

‘Il am aware of the use /Aeretofore of a digester lining compris 
ing a layer or coat of masonry or brickwork, laid in cement, and 
make no claim thereto.’ 

“This disclaimer cannot be disregarded, and any interpretation 
of the Russell claims that would include a brick lining in its terms 
would be violative of the fundamental principle of the patent law, 
that the patentee is bound by the terms of the grant of the patent, 
and that courts have no power nor authority to change the wording 
of the claim or enlarge the scope of the patent by interpretation 
This rule is so strongly established by statutory provisions and by 
declarations of the Supreme Court of the United States and of the 
Circuit Courts of Appeals, that there is no question to be discussed 
on that point. 

“The right of the public to use freely brickwork laid in cement 
directly upon the shell of the digester is based upon the aforere 
cited express disclaimer, inserted in the Russell patent. This dis 
claimer was a necessary condition of the grant of the Russell patent 
in view of the prior patent to Pierredon, considered by Judge Put- 
nam in the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company case under the funda 
mental rule of law that an assignee cannot acquire any more or 
any greater right than his assignor had The Pierredon patent 
proves that such digester linings of brickwork, laid in cement, were 
known prior to the Russell patent. The Pierredon patent clearly 
disclosed such brickwork, laid in a continuous layer of cement—of 
considerable thickness—applied directly on the shell of the digester, 
and its effect upon the Russell patent in suit is, as stated by Judge 
Putnam in the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company case (103 Fed. 
982) to exclude from the scope of its claims any bona fide brick 
work laid in cement. 

“This prior Pierredon patent was not before the Court of Ap- 
peals for the Second Circuit in the DeGrasse case, and therefore the 
court could not consider it in determining this case. In the case 
decided by Judge Putnam this Pierredon patent was in evidence, 
and he, referring to this patent, refused to enjoin the use of such 
brick lining, saying: 

“*What is shown in that patent the public has the right to use, 
independently of any question whether Pierredon saw all the ad- 
vantage coming from a heavy course (of cement) under his lava 
bricks or not.’ 

“In respect to the digester linings constructed of the Panzl pat- 
ented composition or according to the Panzl patent, the situation is 
yet further distinguished by the circumstance that the composition 
used in constructing such linings constitutes a separate invention, 
wholly independent from the Russell patent. 

“Even the most favorable decision, that of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the First Circuit, in the Howland Falls Pulp Company 
case, restricts the Russell claim to cementitious mixtures, as would 
naturally develop in the growth of the art without an invention, while 
the status of the Panzl composition as a new invention was adjudi 
cated by the same Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit that 
decided the DeGrasse case. This court, in its opinion by Judge 
Townsend (138 Fed. 48), said on this point: 

“*The appellant lays much stress on the opinion of the Court of 
Appeals for the First Circuit in sustaining reissue patent No. 
11,282, granted to George F. Russell in 1892 for a pulp digester 
American Sulphite Pulp Company vs. Howland Falls Pulp Com- 
pany (80 Fed. 395; 25 C. C. A. 500). But this patent merely covers 
a cement lining applied, when soft, to a pulp digester, and which, 
when hardened, mechanically protected the shell of the digester

“The demands, reported to have been made by the American Sul- 
phite Pulp Company on manufacturers of sulphite pulp, to pay roy- 
alties for the use, by them, of brick linings in their digesters, have 
once more brought the Russell patent in discussion. It is said to be 
contended now on behalf of the American Sulphite Pulp Company 
that by the decision of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the First Circuit, in the DeGrasse Paper Company case, it was 
determined that sulphite pulp mills using digesters lined with brick- 
work laid in cement are infringing the Russell patent. 

“While by this decision it was adjudicated that the particular lin- 
ing used in the DeGrasse digesters infringes this Russell patent, it 
must not be assumed that the court intended to adjudicate that all 
linings of brick masonry, laid in cement and applied directly on the 
shell of the digester, are included in the scope of the Russell patent. 
This proposition was not even considered in the DeGrasse case. 
The decision is put squarely upon the ground that this particular 
lining is not a bona fide brickwork, From the opinion of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals it clearly appears that the bricks used be- 
tween the facing and the shell of the DeGrasse digesters were con- 
sidered merely as a substitute for cement in the layer of cement 
‘at least 3% inches thick.’ , 

“There is also the circumstance to be considered that the defense 
pleaded in the DeGrasse case was the grant of a license to their 


Russell patent, that the lining was constructed under a license 
granted by the patentees, the American Sulphite Pulp Company, 
and therefore, as Judge Cox points out in the opinion, the De- 
Grasse Company was not in position to maintain that the lining 
used in their digesters does not infringe this patent. 

“The decision in the DeGrasse case should not confuse the minds 
of the public as to what may be used for lining of sulphite digesters, 
nor create the impression that this decision is a declaration that the 
American Sulphite Pulp Company is entitled to demand royalties 
under the Russell patent for the use of digester linings constructed 
of brickwork laid in cement directly on the shell of the digester. 
We have no doubt that upon proper presentation of a case the same

445,235, dated January 27, 1891.

‘I am aware of the use heretofore of a digester lining compris 
ing a layer or coat of masonry or brickwork, laid in cement, and 
make no claim thereto.’ 

“This disclaimer cannot be disregarded, and any interpretation 
of the Russell claims that would include a brick lining in its terms 
would be violative of the fundamental principle of the patent law, 
that the patentee is bound by the terms of the grant of the patent, 
and that courts have no power nor authority to change the wording 
of the claim or enlarge the scope of the patent by interpretation 
This rule is so strongly established by statutory provisions and by 
declarations of the Supreme Court of the United States and of the 
Circuit Courts of Appeals, that there is no question to be discussed 
on that point. 

“The right of the public to use freely brickwork laid in cement 
directly upon the shell of the digester is based upon the aforere- 
This dis 


claimer was a necessary condition of the grant of the Russell patent 


cited express disclaimer, inserted in the Russell patent 


in view of the prior patent to Pierredon, considered by Judge Put- 
nam in the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company case under the funda 
mental rule of law that an assignee cannot acquire any more or 


any greater right than his assignor had. The Pierredon patent 
proves that such digester linings of brickwork, laid in cement, were 
known prior to the Russell patent. The Pierredon patent clearly 
disclosed such brickwork, laid in a continuous layer of cement—of 
considerable thickness—applied directly on the shell of the digester, 
and its effect upon the Russell patent in suit is, as stated by Judge 
Putnam in the Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company case (103 Fed. 
982) to exclude from the scope of its claims any bona fide brick- 
work laid in cement. 

“This prior Pierredon patent was not before the Court of Ap 
peals for the Second Circuit in the DeGrasse case, and therefore the 
court could not consider it in determining this case. In the case 
decided by Judge Putnam this Pierredon patent was in evidence, 
and he, referring to this patent, refused to enjoin the use of such 
brick lining, saying: 

“What is shown in that patent the public has the right to use, 
independently of any question whether Pierredon saw all the ad- 
vantage coming from a heavy course (of cement) under his lava 
bricks or not.’ 

“In respect to the digester linings constructed of the Panzl pat- 
ented composition or according to the Panzl patent, the situation is 
yet further distinguished by the circumstance that the composition 
used in constructing such linings constitutes a separate invention, 
wholly independent from the Russell patent. 

“Even the most favorable decision, that of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the First Circuit, in the Howland Falls Pulp Company 
case, restricts the Russell claim to cementitious mixtures, as would 
naturally develop in the growth of the art without an invention, while 
the status of the Panzl composition as a new invention was adjudi- 
cated by the same Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit that 
decided the DeGrasse case. This court, in its opinion by Judge 
Townsend (138 Fed. 48), said on this point: 

“*The appellant lays much stress on the opinion of the Court of 
Appeals for the First Circuit in sustaining reissue patent No. 
11,282, granted to George F. Russell in 1892 for a pulp digester 
American Sulphite Pulp Company vs. Howland Falls Pulp Com- 
pany (80 Fed. 395; 25 C. C. A. 500). But this patent merely covers 
a cement lining applied, when soft, to a pulp digester, and which, 
when hardened, mechanically protected the shell of the digester

“This decision clearly overrules any contention that a lining 
made of the Panzl composition is in any manner subject to royal- 
ties or license under the Russell patent. That a digester lining con- 
structed of brick masonry laid in cement and applied directly on 
the shell of the digester is not an infringement of the Russell pat- 
ent, and that upon due presentation of the proper evidence the 
courts could well be expected to so decide, clearly appears from

The increased receipts from Germany are the explanation of the 
larger imports shown in the tables already quoted. The imports of 
the nine months ending September, 1905, from Cermany showed 
an amount of $2,654,888, while the corresponding period of this 
year shows $6,018,323. That a large portion of this increase is 
due to shipments of lithographic work may be gathered from the

Scarcity of Timber Reduces Cut of Hardwood. 


The following statements are taken from Circular No. 116 just 
issued by the Forest 

“The 1899, according to the census, 
was 8,634,021 thousand feet; in 1006 it had fallen to 7,315,491 
thousand feet, a decrease of 15.3 per cent. 

“This decrease took place during a period when American in- 
dustries sprang forward at a pace unparalleled; when there was 
the strongest demand ever known for every class of structural 
material; when the output of pig iron increased 15 per cent., that 
of cement 132.17 per cent., and even that of softwood timber 15.6 
per cent. 

“That the decrease is due to diminished supply rather than to 
lessened, demand seems to be proved beyond question. During 
the same period the wholesale price of various classes of hard- 
wood lumber advanced from 25 to 65 per cent.; every kind of 
hardwood found in quantity sufficient to make it useful has been 
put on the market, and hardwood timber is now being cut in 
every State and every locality where it exists in quantity large 
enough to be cut with profit. These conditions could: not pre- 
vail were the decrease in production due to a falling off in 
demand.” 1

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COTTONSEED HULLS AS A SUBSTITUTE. 


lo Take the Place of Wood They Are First Ground and Then 

Subjected to a Chemical Process by Which a Pure White 

Fibre Is Obtained—Process Patented in Germany. 

According to explanations of the Papier-Fabrikant relating to a 
German patent granted to the firm of Gebriider van den Bosch, 
Goch, oil manufacturers, it had already been proposed to utilize 
the waste containing cottonseed husks by grinding them and then 
submitting them to a chemical treatment resulting in the produc- 
tion of pure white fibre free from stains and of very absorbent 
nature. By another process from the waste consisting of cotton- 
seed husks aand cotton fibres there is obtained by the complete 
dissolution of the husks cellstuff in the form of a cotton fibre 
of highly absorbent character. In both cases the only object in 
view is to extract the fibre from the waste in question. 

Further experiments have now established the fact that the 


cottonseed husks themselves contain a valuable raw material, and 


that the substance of the husks forms a substitute for cellstuff; 
containing, moreover, various subsidiary products of value, such 
as lac and coloring matters. It has also been proven that if the 
waste is treated with caustic potash lye, oxidizing agents, chlorine 
baths, etc., the above named substance and the subsidiary products 
can be extracted, while by not destroying the substance of the 
husks any cotton fibre which may be present can be obtained in a 
form available for use. The method covered by the patent ob- 
viates the necessity of grinding the waste to be treated. 

Among alternative forms of the new process is the direct treat- 
ment of the mass with a solution of hypochlorite of alkali, by 
means of alternating baths of different strengths. The chlorine 
baths should contain some free alkali (as, for instance, soda). A 


solution of 3 to 4 per cent. of effective chlorine is recommended,’ 


alternating with one diluted fivefold or tenfold. The temperature 
in both cases should be about 40° C. (104° Fahr.). 

This method dispenses with the need of using a large variety 
of solutions, while permitting the extraction of the substances to 
be recorded 


Losses of Wood in Swedish Forests. 


Estimates of the Swedish Central Statistical Bureau place the 
proportion of the total yield of wood which rots, and is comse- 


quently unavailable for industrial purposes, at about 15 per cent. 
for the whole country. In the northern part the loss reaches 40 
per cent.; in the central and southern districts of Norrland and 
Dalarne 20 per cent., and in the rest of Sweden 5 per cent. It is 
calculated that if this waste were stopped the available supply of 
wood could be made to last many years longer. The reason of the 
wood going to waste is in great measure the absence of efficient 
arrangements for its transport, the larger proportion reported from 
the northern part of the country being thus explained. 


Annual Meeting of Western Box Makers. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, December 30, 1907.—The Western Paper Box 
Association will hold its annual convention in this city January 
16 and 17. In addition to the members of the association there will 
be a number of delegates from other similar associations and 
from allied trades present, and also a number of raw material 
producers. There will be about 150 business men in all, from the 
Atlantic Coast cities westward to Denver. The Sinton will be 
convention headquarters, and a. banquet for the evening of the 
first day has been ordered. “Wood Pulp” will be one of the sub- 
jects discussed, and on it the association will take the same posi- 
tions as that of the newspaper publishers—that the tariff-on it and 
on all lumber from which it is made should be immediately re- 





moved. “Straw Board” will be another subject on the program, 
as it was at the last convention, and the possibility of lowering the

Besides, the “scare” really created a larger demand for the dailies 
In regard to the sluggishness of manila tissues during 1907 it can 
be said that this was due to overproduction, a considerable in- 
crease in the tonnage having taken place as a result of the boom in 


tissues a year and a half to two years previous, 


Trave Associations Nort Neepep to Hotp Up Prices. 

For the first six months of the year there was really no need of 
the various trade organizations except to compare notes on the situ- 
ation; the market was so strong that as a rule 


premiums were 


paid for quick delivery. The strength of the associations was, 
however, demonstrated in the last quarter of the year when, under 
under old conditions, a wild struggle would have ensued for the 
few orders that were obtainable. . Up to January 1, 1908, there has 
been no general price cutting, the reports of such underselling 
being very limited indeed. For this steadfastness some credit must 
be given to the determination of the mill owners to operate their 
plants at a profit or not-at all. The present general shutdown 


proves this. 


Tue “Scare” SHOWED THE STABILITY OF PAPER CONCERNS. 


From the recent financial “scare” paper men can derive some 
comfort, as the disturbance has demonstrated the solidity of the 
industry, but few concerns being obliged to go into receivers’ 
hands because of the inability to get the banks to discount their 
paper.

THe AGITATION OF THE PUBLISHERS FOR REPEAL oF DuTIEs. 


Next in news importance to the results of the “scare” referred 
to was the agitation of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
the Government of the so 


ciation calling for the prosecution by 


called “Paper Trust” and the repeal of the duties on paper and 
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pulp. This agitation really culminated in the President’s message, 
in which President Roosevelt advocated the repeal of the duty on 
pulp, such repeal, however, “being accompanied, if possible, by an 
agreement with Canada that there shall, be no export duty on 
Canadian pulp wood.” 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT DISAPPOINTS THE PUBLISHERS. 


The self evident impossibility of the President’s proviso imme- 
diately eliminated the tariff question for the present, and put the 
publishers in a bad hole, as they had made a great deal of capital 
out of the remarks which the President made in reply to the ad- 
dress of their paper committee, headed by John Norris, of the 
New York Times, and Don C. Seitz, of the New York World 
The prosecution of the “Paper Trust,” for which the publishers 
clamored, still slumbers, It is needless to say that the advance in 
the price of news paper was the inciting cause of the agitation by 
the publishers. 


Tue AGITATION IN CANADA FOR PROHIBITION 


Closely interwoven with the question of reducing the price of 
paper came the news last summer that a big, determined agitation 
had been started in Canada to prohibit further exportation of pulp 
logs from the Dominion. With the publishers of newspapers 
clamoring for a repeal of the duties on pulp and the Canadians talk 
ing of denying us further supplies of logs, the lot of the makers of 
wood papers was far from a “happy one.” In one respect, how- 
ever, the publishers and the Canadians agreed, and that was that 
the whole American paper making industry had better move over 
into Canada, where there is plenty of cheap raw material out of 
which paper could be made to print one cent dailies on—at a profit 
to the publishers. 

Tue Forest Service ILLUMINATES THE PuLP Woop QUEsTION. 

The scarcity of pulp wood in the United States, which has been 
the chief cause of the advance in prices, of which the publishers 
complained, received official confirmation during the year in reports 
published by the Forest Service. In one of these reports the state- 
ment was made that the country is now using between three to 
four times the annual growth of wood. In the face of a threatened 
shortage of pulp wood the amount of wood consumed each year 
for pulp has steadily increased from 2,000,000 cords in 1899 to over 
3,500,000 cords in 1906. Of this amount 739,000 cords were brought 
in from Canada; $4,500,000 worth of pulp was also imported in 


1906. 
Our ALLEGED DEPENDENCE ON CANADA FoR Woop. 


The above figures have been used to emphasize the assertion that 
our industry here is absolutely dependent on Canada for supplies 
of wood. On the other side of the question the fact remains that 
there are still left large tracts of pulp wood lands in the United 
States, the same being held chiefly by the larger companies. 


Bic Limirs Securep 1n CANADA. 


The purchase within the year of additional big timber limits in 
Canada has also helped to attract attention to our alleged depend- 
ence on Canada for pulp wood. A few of the large purchases re- 
ferred to were: The sale of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper 
Company property to interests connected with the Rhinelander 
Paper Company; the La Tuque purehase, in which gentlemen con- 
nected with the Berlin Mills Company are interested, and the big 
limits recently secured in New Brunswick by the International 
Paper Company. A number of purchases of minor importance have 
also been made, 

Tue Lazor Question Looms Up Acatrn. 

Next to the great wood supply question that of labor deserves 
second place in the year’s annals, for during 1907 the labor unions 
made an attempt to extend the eight hour movement to the book 
and writing mills of the country. During the summer the outlook 
was serious for those mill owners who had not already adopted 
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the shorter working schedule. But although the labor situation 
looked serious for a time, the firm attitude of the manufacturers 
served to ward off the threatened general disturbance. 

A Prospect or LABor TROUBLES. 

Interest in possible labor troubles was acute in June, when the 
rival labor unions held their annual meetings at Northampton, 
Mass. At that time there was every prospect of trouble, as it 
had been announced that the two labor organizations would unite 
and make a determined fight for three tours in the book, writing 
and manila mills of the country, The general strike then expected 
did not, however, materialize, the only disturbance being a six 
weeks’ shutdown of most of the mills at Bellows Falls, Vt. The 
Duncan mill of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company was 
down because of a strike for many weeks later in the year. At 
Holyoke there was every prospect of trouble, due to the demand 
for the eight hour shift made by a John A. Lapointe, who styled 
himself an organizer of the International Brotherhood of Paper 
Makers. Mr. Lapointe’s demand fell flat, but one or two mills 
taking any notice of It. 

Late in the fall there was a recurrence of the labor agitation 
which took place in the summer months. As a result of this new 
outbreak the Great Northern Paper Company suffered a shutdown 
of eight days, and the Katahdin Pulp and Paper Company a shut- 
down of about two weeks. The Burgess Sulphite Fibre Company 
was also among the sufferers because of labor troubles. 


Tue CHAMPION, oF HAMILTON, On10, GRANTS DEMAND. 


The only mill of prominence that changed to three shifts as a re- 
sult of the demand of the unions was that of the Champion Coated 
Paper Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, This big plant, by the way, 
was last week forced to abandon the new schedule owing to the 
adverse business conditions and the fact that its competitors did 
not follow suit. 

Tue ScANDINAVIAN LAzpor TrousLe Fett Here. 

The long continued shutdown of the mills in Norway and Swe- 
den materially helped to stiffen the pulp market here, especially in 
higher grades. Luckily the cutting off of the supply of imported 
bleached pulp came in May, June and July, when the demand here 
was comparatively light. The closing of the mills in Scandinavia 
had a wide effect on the market, which would have soon reached 
the acute stage had the trouble continued for another month. 

The many minor happenings of interest that have taken place 
during the year are too numerous to be referred to here.

Our Enormous Consumption of Wood Is Graphically Presented 
in a Few Telling Illustrations—The Cut of Pulp Wood Only 
an Insignificant Item, Being But 4.3 Per Cent. of the Total. 


Under the heading of “The Drain Upon the Forests” R. S. 
Kellogg, Chief of the Office of Wood Utilization of the Forest 
Service, has gathered a lot of valuable data from the statistics of 
forest products compiled by the Bureau of the Census and the 
Forest Service. The interesting facts brought together by Mr. 
Kellogg are embodied in Circular No. 129, just sent out by the 
Forest Service. The features of the circular of interest to the 
paper industry, accompanied by illustrations, follow:

the forests of the country are being cut down much faster than 
they are growing, but few have any yery definite idea of just how 
much more wood is being cut than is being produced, nor of how 
long it may be, under present conditions and methods, before 
certain woods, now abundant, will be used up. Such information 
is not easy to obtain, and it is impossible to give more than esti- 
mates of the yearly growth. 

Fig. 1 shows the output of forest products in 1906, all classes 
being reduced to equivalent board feet for more ready comparison. 
Roughly, three times as much timber is used for lumber as for 
all the other items combined. Next to lumber comes shingles, 
requiring 6.3 per cent. as much timber as is used for lumber;

Do- 
mestic pulp wood takes 4.3 per cent. as much timber as is used 
for lumber, and in addition large quantities of pulp wood are 
imported. Cooperage stock and round mine timbers require ap- 
proximately equal quantities of timber; lath take 2 per cent., 
wood used for distillation 1.7 per cent., veneer 0.9 per cent., and 
poles 0.6 per cent. of the quantity used for lumber 





The total quantity of timber used annually for lumber and the 


other products mentioned above is equivalent to approximately 50 
billion board feet.

Wash- 
ington leads, with 11.5 per cent.; Louisiana is second, with 7.4 
per cent.; Wisconsin third, with 6.2 per cent., and Michigan fourth, 
with 5.6 per cent.

Washington furnished 0.9 per cent. of the lumber production of 
1880 and 11.5 per cent. of that of 1906. The cutting out of the 
virgin timber in the North and East has been followed by in- 
creased drains upon the forest resources of the South and West. 

The hardwood and softwood lumber production in 1906 
shows that the cut of softwood is four times that of the 
hardwood cut. There has been a very decided change in the 
ratio of hardwoods to softwoods in recent years. In 1899 the 
hardwoods furnished nearly 25 per cent. of the total, against 
less than 19.5 per cent. in 1906. This has been caused by a 
greatly increased cut of certain softwoods, together with a strong 
Gecrease in leading hardwoods. In the last seven years yellow 
pine has increased 20.7 per cent., western pine 46.9 per cent.

cypress €9.3 per cent., redwood 83.2 per cent., and Douglas fir 
186.2 per cent., which far more than counterbalance the decrease 
of 40.8 per cent. in white pine. On the other hand, the cut of 
the two most important hardwoods, oak and poplar, has decreased 
36.4 per cent. and 38.7 per cent., respectively, in the same period. 

The total lumber production reported by the censuses of 1880, 
1890, 1900 and 1906 is shown in Fig. 6. The cut has more than 
doubled since 1880, and it is probably safe to say that, could 
wholly complete statistics be obtained, at least 4o billion feet 
would be shown at present. The many substitutes for wood

that have been proposed, and to some extent used, have not les- 
sened the demand for lumber, as is shown by the fact that the 
per capita consumption was 360 board feet in 1880 and 440 board 
feet in 1906. However, the rate of increase in lumber production 
has been very small in recent years, which indicates that the 
maximum cut for the country as a whole has been nearly if not 
quite reached. Ag was shown in Fig. 1, the production of lum- 
ber constitutes the heaviest drain upon our forests. 

In reply to the oft repeated question, “How long will our timber 
supply last at the present rate of cutting?” only approximations 
can be given. 

The estimates of the forest area of the United States run from 
500 million acres to 700 million acres, and it is safe to say that 
under present conditions the annual growth does not exceed 60 
board feet per acre. This gives in one case a yearly increase of 30

billion feet and in the other case one of 42 billion feet. In other 
words, it appears that the annual growth of our forests does not 
exceed the amount of wood used for lumber alone. Consider- 
ing all the drains upon the forests, the annual consumption’ of 
wood is probably three times the annual growth. Fig. 7 shows 
graphically the excess of the annual cut over the annual growth, 
based upon this assumption. 

The estimates of standing timber in the United States are by 
no means satisfactory. The most detailed ones range roughly 
trom 1,400 to 2,000 billion feet. Assuming a stumpage of 1,400 
billion feet, an annual use of 100 billion feet, and neglecting 
growth in the calculation, the exhaustion of our timber supply is 
indicated in fourteen years. Assuming the same use and stand, 
with an annual growth of 4o billion feet, we have a supply for 
twenty-three years. Assuming an annual use of 150 billion feet, 
the first supposition becomes nine years and the second thirteen 
years. Assuming a stand of 2,000 billion feet, a use of 100 billion 
feet, and neglecting growth, we have twenty years’ supply. As- 
‘suming the same conditions, with an annual growth of 4o billion 
feet, we have thirty-three years’ supply. With an annual use of 
150 billion feet, these estimates become, respectively, thirteen and 
eighteen years. 

There is another way of looking at the question: The two 
leading kinds of lumber on the market now are southern yellow 
pine and Douglas fir. The cut of yellow pine is nearly one-third 
of the total lumber cut, and is nearly, if not quite, at its maximum. 
Our minimum and maximum estimates of yellow pine stumpage 
are 130 and 300 billion feet. The present rate of cutting will 
exhaust the supply in about ten years in the first case and in 
twenty-five years in the second case, neglecting annual growth, 
which is rapid with old field pine and slow with longleaf pine. 
The largest estimate of the stand of Douglas fir is 350 billion 
feet. This means a seventy years’ supply at the present rate of 
cutting, neglecting annual growth. As it is probable, however, 
that the cut will more than double within a few years, the outlook 
is that there will be comparatively little Douglas fir left in from 
twenty-five to thirty years. The case of Douglas fir now is closely 
parallel to that of white pine in the Lake States thirty years ago, 
and there is much reason for believing that the supply of fir, 
outside of the National Forests; thirty years hence, will be as 
limited as that°of white pine now. 

At present only about 22 per cent. of our total forest area is in 
State or National Forests, assuming a forest area of 700,000,000 
acres, the remainder being on unreserved public lands or in 
private hands. This condition is represented graphically in Fig. 
8. The forest area of the United States is amply sufficient, if 
rightly managed, to produce eventually enough timber to supply 
all our needs. Yet private owners, as well as the State and 
National governments, must use their forest lands in a right way 
if we are to maintain our timber supply. 

The wide divergence in the estimates upon both our wood con- 
sumption and our timber supply emphasizes strongly the impor- 
tance of ascertaining accurately and with the least possible delay 
the quantity of wood annually consumed for every purpose, how 
much standing timber we have and where it is, and the rate of 
growth of all important species. Without this fundamental knowl- 
edge, it is clearly impossible to make right and permanent plans 
for the perpetuation and utilization of our forest resources.

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BLEACHING PULP WITH SUPER-OXIDES. 


By a New Process the Bleaching Can Be Delayed, Thus Pre- 
venting the Oxygen from Exercising Too Great an Influ- 


ence on the Fibres—An Alkaline Silicate Is Added. 


While the bleaching of pulp with super-oxides is generally 
known, the invention of Albert Gagedois, of Don, near Lille, 
France, is intended to delay the process, in order to prevent the 
oxygen from exercising too great an influence on the fibres. For 
this purpose there is an alkaline silicate added to the bleaching 
bath, the temperature being raised, in order to effect the decom- 
position of the super-oxide. This invention claims to facilitate the 
production of a brilliant white, not only from materials in them 
selves white and free from color, but also from wood, flax, hemp, 
jute, aloe and similar sources, in a natural condition, 

The following processes are recommended as preparatory to 

bleaching : 
After these 
washings there follows a careful rinsing, first (when lime has been 
used) in acidulated and afterward in pure water, so that a neutral, 
non-reactive substance is produced. 

2. When wood pulp is being treated it should be subjected to the 
action of chlorine, followed by the needful washings in pure water 
in order to produce a neutral substance. 


1. One or more washings in lye with lime or soda 


The bleaching proper is then proceeded with, the substance being 
left from four to six hours in a bath composed as follows: In the 
needful quantity of pure cold water there is dissolved from 1 to 7 
pounds of alkaline super-oxide to each 220 pounds of pulp, accord- 
ing to quality and the state of preparation. To this solution there 
is added from 22 to 66 pounds of neutral alkaline silicate, at 35° 
Baumé, for each 220 pounds of pulp. 

The object of the silicate is to increase the density of the 
bath and thus form a covering for the particles of fibre, which 
protects them against too violent an oxidation, upon the lib- 
eration of the oxygen from the super-oxide. 

While the mixture is being constantly stirred, the temperature is 
gradually increased to about 80° C. (176° Fahr.). This heat serves 
only to decompose the super-oxide, as the bath contains no reagent. 
The oxidation is thus gradually regulated in the whole mass, with- 
out the resisting properties" of the fibres or particles protected by 
the alkaline silicates being affected. After washing in pure cold 
water a soaping follows in a vat provided with the necessary pip- 
ing, and finally a treatment .with chlorine, all traces of which are 
removed by the further washings necessary for that purpose. 


The Paper Industry in Spain. 


The decision of “La Papelera Espafiola,” or Spanish paper com- 
bine, at its recent meeting in Madrid, to erect large wood pulp 
works at Aranguren alongside one of their existing paper mills, 
according to Consul General B. H. Ridgely, of Barcelona, draws 
attention to the steadily growing importance of the paper industry 
in Spain, to which he adds: 

The new works will have a daily output of 15 tons of pulp, 
calculating it in the dry state. A contract has been made with 
the Hidroeléctrica [Tberica Company, of Bilbao, for the supply of 
1,200 horse power, and it is expected that the works will be in 
full operation by October, 1908. The combine was formed about 
seven years ago for the purpose of acquiring by purchase the 
control of all the leadfmg paper mills in Spain. The capital is now 
35.000,000 pesetas (about $6,000,000), and its annual production 
amounts to 30,000 tons, composed principally of printing and writ- 
ing paper, although many other varieties both of paper and card- 


board are produced and supplied to every town and village in 
Spain ' 


A considerable export trade is carried on, Mexico being the 
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chief foreign market for Spanish paper.

A great deal of brown straw wrapping paper is exported from 
Barcelona, Porto Rico alone taking annually about 210,000 reams.

Not a Menace to Our Forests. 

Under the above caption the American Economist, the organ of 
the American Protective Tariff League, this week prints the fol- 
lowing article by way of answer to the charge that the paper 
industry is denuding the forests of the country: 

“Solicitude for the preservation of the American forests is one 
of the chief reasons urged for the removal of the tariff on print 
paper and wood pulp. Care is taken by the advocates of free 
trade in these articles to keep in the background as far as possi- 
ble the stronger motive, namely, that of relief to publishers of 
newspapers who,are selling their own products below cost. 

“Anxiety concerning the destruction of American forests is 
praiseworthy and patriotic, while anxiety for profit on the output 
of printed newspapers might seem not quite so altruistic. Dealing, 
then, with the proposition that the consumption of wood for pulp 
making threatens to denude American timber lands, it is worth 
while to get at the truth of this matter. The truth seems to be 


that this anxiety for the integrity of the American forests is very 
largely misplaced and unwarranted. The drain upon our timber 
supply involved in the production of wood pulp turns out upon 
investigation to be practically no drain at all. 

“Prof. Henry Gannett, of the United States Geological Survey, 
in the Bulletin on Lumber and Timber Products for 1905, esti- 
mates the ‘wooded area’ of the United States at over 1,000,000 
square miles, which is about one-third of the total land area of 
the country. Professor Gannett estimates on this wooded area a 
stand of over 2,500,000,000,000 feet of merchantable timber, to 
say nothing of the vast amount of unmerchantable timber. The 
annual growth at 3 per cent. would yield 75,000,000,000 feet of 
merchantable timber. 

“The pulp wood cut in the United States in 1905 amounted to 
about 822,000,000 feet, which is a little more than one-tenth of 
1 per cent. of the annual growth of merchantable timber. But, 
as much of the wood cut for pulp is not suitable for lumber, and 
the amount of stuff going to make up the wooded area of the 
country is probably at least equal to the good merchantable stuff, 
the annual consumption of the paper mills is without doubt less 
than one-twentieth of 1 per cent. of the annual forest growth. 
This means that the paper industry of this country could be multi- 
plied 2,000 times without encroaching one particle on the self 
perpetuating power of our forests. 

“In view of these facts the absurdity is made apparent of seeking 
a nostrum for saving the life of the forests by trying to drive the 
paper industry of the United States, with $300,000,000 of capital 
invested, into Canada. If the tariff is to be removed to kill the 
demand for wood for paper making, it follows that the tariff 
must be looked upon by its opponents as in some way responsible 
for the wonderful growth of the paper industry. Surely the people 
of the United States are not so overprosperous that they can 
afford to deliberately set about to kill by legislation an industry 
that employs about $300,000,000 of capital, pays $40,000,000 a year 
in wages and salaries, and turns out over $200,000,000 worth of 
products annually.” 


The Grove Mills to Start Up Again? 

NewsurcH, N. Y., December 30, 1907.—A private letter received 
last week by one of the Newburgh papers from what is regarded 
as a reliable source says the Grove Paper Mills will be reopened 
within two months, and the receivership which is now in force 
will be only temporary. This letter also says new capital is being 
secured. No intimation is given as to who are interested in the 
movement, but the letter is regarded as being authoritative. 


The I. P. Compromises With Jefferson County for Flooding, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 30, 1907.—The International 
Paper Company, which was involved in a dispute with Jefferson 
County over the flooding of property through raising a dam at its 
No. 4 mill, near this city, has effected a compromise. The agree- 
ment in substance provides that the paper company be allowed to 
maintain the dam at the present height, and also for the right in 
low water to put in flash boards, provided in every event that it 
indemnify the county against any damage by reason of the dam or 
the flash boards; that the paper company in addition will main- 
tain the present sea wall and extend it in any direction in order 
to protect the county property, and, further, that it will pay $4,500 
cash to the county, which is about the cost of the consruction of 
a sea wall built a year or two ago. B.

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PULP AND PAPER INDUSTRY OF NORWAY. 


Both Branches of the Trade in Norway in a Flourishing Condi- 
tion—The Countries to Which Exports Are Made—Atten- 
tion Now Being Given to Scientific Forestry. 


Consul Felix S. S. Johnson, of Bergen, contributes the following 
review of the wood pulp industry of Norway: 

Both the wood pulp and paper manufacturing industries of Nor- 
way are in a flourishing condition. For a long time Norwegian 
pulp wood has played an important part in supplying the world’s 
wants, while. a considerable local demand has been met. Thus, 
Norway’s exportation of paper and products of paper amounted 
in 1906 to 97,413 tons, with a value of 16,353,200 crowns (crown= 
26.8 cents), while the quantity and value of exportations of all 
kinds of wood pulp have been as follows for the years named:

The portion shipped to the United States was entirely dry chem- 
ical wood pulp. 

Great Britain, France and Belgium are the largest buyers of 
Norwegian pulp wood, a portion of that exported to Belgium and 
Holland being sent in bond to other countries. 

The principal countries competing with Norway in sales of pulp 
are Sweden, Finland and Canada. The exportation in 1906 of 
wood pulp and cellulose from Sweden (according to the Commer- 
cial College) was 414,811 tons, and from Finland (according to 
the Central Bureau), 56,181 tons. 





The price of pulp has in the course of years fluctuated a good 
deal. For example, the price of dry mechanical pulp in 1869, 1870 
and a portion of 1871 was 150 crowns per ton; in 1891 the value 
of a ton was 29 crowns, which price was ruinous to the manufac- 
turer, Prices of the several kinds of wood pulp in the month of 
August, 1907, per ton f. o. b. in Norway, were as follows: Me 
chanical, dry, about 95 crowns; wet, about 50 crowns; chemical, 
dry, about 145 crowns. 

The first Norwegian pulp mill was established in 1863. There 
are now 72 factories, 53 for the manufacture of mechanical pulp 
and 19 for chemical pulp. Wages of employees in the pulp mills 
and paper factories were estimated at 7,500,000 crowns in 1906. 

All of the machinery used in the manufacture of mechanical 
wood pulp and almost all of that used in the manuafcture of chem- 
kal wood pulp is made in Norway. One factory uses in the manu- 
facture of cellulose quantities of Norwegian pyrites. It is cal- 
culated that the proprietors of the forests received 20,000,000 
crowns in 1906 for wood used in the pulp industry. 

The development of the Norwegian pulp industry has been rapid, 
and although about 20 per cent., or 67,500 square kilometres (kilo 
metre =0.62 mile), of the area of Norway is covered by forest, it is 
feared that if the consumption of wood continues at the present 
rate it will be only a matter of a very short time until the forests 
will be depleted. The price of logs has almost doubled since 1870, 
and they are largely exported as wood, It has been estimated, how 
ever, that the present national consumption of wood is not so great 
as formerly, owing, so the superintendent of the forests claims, to 
its high price. The Norwegian Government plants about 1,500,000 
trees in the forests each year, and in addition much good work is 
done by individuals and societies interested in the maintenance and 
betterment of forests. The Norwegian Forest Society has since 
1901 planted about 30,000,000 trees and cultivated or prepared large 
tracts of land. The Norwegian Storthing for many years has voted 
appropriations to this society, which receives like assistance from 
the Norwegian wood pulp and cellulose manufacturers, the asso- 
ciation of lumber exporters, lumber merchants and proprietors of 
forests.

Wasurnoton, D, C., December 30, 1907.—A®0mplaint has been 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission by the Forest City 
Freight Bureau against the Ann Arbor Railroad Company, and 
fifty-nine other roads, all in Central Freight Association territory. 
The complaint is entered in behalf of the Union Paper and Twine 
Company, of Cleveland, Ohio, of which the Forest City Freight 
Bureau is traffic manager. Many other industries are represented, 
but the case of the paper company is the strongest and the most 
important. The company named ships paper in bundles and rolls 
in carloads over the defendant railroads as their lines may run 
from Brokaw, Wis., to various points in Indiana, Michigan, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and West Virginia, all of which is known as Cen- 
tral Freight Association territory, and on which the defendants 
charge and collect on paper in bundles and rolls, shipped in car- 
load lots, and it is charged that many of these rates are unjust and 
unreasonable in themselves.

PAPER.—The interval between Christmas and New Year's is 
usually a very quiet period for the paper trade in all parts of 
the country, and the condition of the market during the week re- 
flected the customary dullness. The buying movement was exceed- 
ingly light, and what deliveries were made by the jobbing trade 
as a whole represented only the immediate requirements of con- 
sumers. The dealers were engaged for the most part in conclud- 
ing their year end stock inventory work, and in the straightening 
out of their books for 1907. The manufacturers also took occasion 
to balance their accounts for the old year. Although the paper 
business was not so active during the last quarter of the past year, 
still the books of the manufacturers and dealers alike show that 
the manufacturing and distributing branches of the industry had a 
very prosperous year. By many it was considered the best year 
the trade has experienced since the boom of 1899. In general, the 
paper men consider the outlook for the new year as being very 
promising, and ali hands expect a substantial increase in new 
business within the next few weeks. Stocks with both the con- 
and and now that the commercial 
activity of the country is resuming its normal stride again, due to 
the passing of the financial scare, there will no doubt follow very 
soon a big increase in orders for the dealers and the mills. The 
dealers have started to place stock orders with the manufacturers, 
and a general resumption on full time again by the mills will 
probably occur before the end of January. Most of the news mills 
are practically sold up for this year, and all of them have been 
running full without interruption. With the exception of a slight 
break in prices on high grade tissue paper last week, quotations on 
all the other grades of paper showed up very firm with the be- 
We quote:

W oop PULP.—The Ground Wood market displayed very little 
activity during the week. There was a fair movement on old 


orders, but new business was decidedly slow. The available supply 
is more than ample to meet what little demand prevails at present. 
Inquiries are few from regular consuming sources. Buyers who 
are willing to pay the present high prices can secure supplies of 
either Canadian or Domestic pulp. 

WOOD FIBRES.—There was very little activity in Foreign 
Sulphites during the week outside of regular shipments on con- 
tract orders. These continue about of average volume, although 
in some instances importers have been requested to delay deliveries 
as much as possible. Very few inquiries were received by im- 
porters for spot quantities of imported Unbleached. Prices, how- 
ever, are holding firm. Dullness continues to dominate the Do- 
mestic Sulphite market, and new orders were particularly light 
over the week. Many of the mills are only running on part time. 
Shipments are almost entirely on old contracts. Contract deliv- 
eries on Domestic Soda Pulp are somewhat smaller in volume.

Philadelphia Markets. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, December 30, 1907.—The mills are still holding 
back their orders for stock, and as a result, with the accumula- 
tions in the warehouses of the jobbers, prices are again falling. 
Whether this restricted buying by the mills is entirely due, as they 
claim, to declining business, or whether, as many of the trade he- 
lieve, it is the result of the customary shutdown and the plan of 
the mill men to bear prices, the fact is that demand has fallen off, 
that prices have declined in sympathy and that everyone believes 
that with the new year better conditions will prevail. 

Solid Books, No. 1 Soft White Shavings, No. 2 Soft White, 
Overissues and Old Newspapers all suffered a decline of $1 a 
ton. Though no change can be made in the quotations for Mixed, 
Commons and Clippings, inside prices as given prevail, the outside 
being only reached in a few cases. 

In sympathy with the decline in old papers, the rag market is 
also weak, and prices show a tendency to decline, although not as 
much as old papers. Most of the rag dealers are inclined to look 
at the easing of prices as due rather to the deliberate attempts 
of the mill men to bear the market than as the natural reflex of 
conditions, and rag stock is being held to some extent by the 
jobbers.

CHINA CLAY.—The situation in this market remains on about 
the same basis as last week, and trade in general has been very 
quiet. English China Clay has been advanced $1 per ton. The 
latest quotations on the Imported article are $12@17.50 per ton, 
and on Domestic $8@o per ton. 

TALC.—There is a fairly good movement in this market, due 
principally to the fact that contract shipments continue of average 
proportions. Producers are doing a good export business. There 
has been no let up as yet with the mills. Prices have stiffened 
a little, and $9.50 and upward per ton is now being quoted. 





ROSIN.—The market remains very dull, and business is con- 
fined to small parcels covering only the actual needs of consumers. 
Paper makers’ rosin declined toc. during the week, $3.45 being 
quoted at New York and $2.80@2.85 at Savannah. 


ALKALI.—Outside of a generally good movement on regular 
contracts there is only a fair demand for spot lots. Prices re- 


main on the basis of 90@o5c. for 48 per cent. f. 0. b. works, From 
77,287 4c. is the ruling quotation on high test. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There is a fairly steady movement 
on outstanding contracts and a fairly good demand prevails for 
supplies on spot. There has been no change in prices. Spot lots 
are held at 1.30c. and carloads at 1.25c. and up. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The demand is fairly active and the market 
presents a steady appearance. In addition to regular contract ship- 
ments a fair inquiry for spot quantities prevails. Sales are made 
at 1.75@1.80c. and roc. higher for 60 per cent. f. 0. b. works. Pow- 
dered is held at 254@3c., point of delivery. 

SAL SODA.—There is a steady tone to the market, but busi- 
ness is not especially active. Aside from a few spot sales the 
movement for the most part is on old contracts. Sales are being 
made at 7oc. and up f. 0. b. Concentrated is quoted at 13c. and up. 

ALUM (Sulphate of Alumina).—There has been no appreciable 
change in this market over the week. Deliveries on present con- 
tracts supply what little activity prevails at present. Quotations 
show no change. Alum for paper makers’ use is still quoted at 
$1@1.75 per 100 pounds. 

BRIMSTONE.—tThe market has been devoid of interesting fea- 
tures during the week. The demand is confined to moderate quan- 
tities. Because of the unsettled condition of the market consumers 
decline to contract for any length of time in advance. Prices re- 
main at $19.50@20 per ton, point of delivery. : 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—A fairly active market is in progress. 
Contract shipments are moving steadily and spot quantities are in 


fair demand. Quotations remain the same. Sales are made on 
the basis of 4@6%c. 


Effort in Canada to Secure Return of Old Postal Rate. 


Consul James H. Worman, of Three Rivers, makes the follow- 
ing report on a movement in Canada to secure the former postage 
rates on periodicals to and from this country: 

Newspaper publishers in the Province of Quebec have petitioned 
the Dominion Post Office Department to restore the old rates on 
newspapers and magazines between the United States and Canada, 
a six months’ trial of the new rates having proved the injurious 
effects to the Canadian press and people. 

The Montreal French Chamber of Commerce has also urged 
the repeal of the new regulations, and its committee appointed to 
look into the matter has reported. It was held that any restriction 
placed on the circulation of Canadian papers in the United States 
and in other foreign countries would prevent this country from 
being known and appreciated; that it would tend to neutralize the 
patriotic efforts of the Canadian press, and that it would unfavor- 
ably affect immigation to Canada as well as the repatriation of 
French Canadians. Persuaded that in the interests of colonization 
and commercial prosperity the country needed far more advertising 
than was given to it in the press, the Chamber of Commerce had 
requested the Federal Governmetn to further such advertising by 
the creation of a commercial museum and the distribution of ex- 
planatory guides on the resources of Canada. The committee 
states also that the circulation in this country of American maga- 
zines is of great advantage to trade and industry, both from a 
scientific and a news’ standpoint.
